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HIAVING BEEN away from the ci- 
vilian practice of dentistry for 
three and a half years, I felt that 
it might be interesting to deter- 
mine the layman’s attitude at pres- 
ent toward the dental profession 
and dental care. It was my feeling 
that hearing the average layman 
express his point of view might be 
a valuable aid to the returning 
dental veteran in converting from 
the military to the civilian prac- 
tice of dentistry. 

How then to meet these people 
to hear their opinions? A number 
of ways of getting answers to ques- 
tions were considered. It was de-

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cided that the frankest answers 
from a representative cross section 
of the public could be obtained by 
the “inquiring reporter” type of 
interview. 

Assuming the role of an “in- 
quiring reporter” was most en- 
lightening. Conceptions expressed 
and answers given to queries were 
indeed direct and sometimes even 
embarrassing to a member of the 
profession. In the first interviews 
I introduced myself as a dentist, 
and it soon became evident that 
the answers to my questions were 
influenced by deference to my pro- 
fession. To obtain a freer expres- 




















sion of opinion I decided to ap- 
proach the public as a research 
-worker for a business survey. It 
seemed that while the average per- 
son was reluctant to discuss and 
“¢riticize dentistry with a dentist, 
he was more willing to do so with 
a fellow non-professional. 
_ An interesting sidelight on 
speaking to people about dental 
subjects was presented early in the 
venture. It was evident that ac- 
ceptable or intelligent interviews 
could not be conducted in an at- 
mosphere of hurry and bustle. Un- 
like the rapid-fire answers given 
the daily newspapers’ inquiring re- 
porter to everyday questions, I 
found that people like to discuss 
their dental views over a consider- 
able length of time. In an atmos- 
phere of semi-quiet or removed 
from the hurry of crowds, people 
enjoy talking about dentistry al- 
most as much as they do their “op- 
erations.” 


Travelers Best Subjects 


After the first futile attempts to 
engage people in conversation in 
places such as the State Street 
stores, elevated stations, and in the 
streets, | discovered that it was im- 
possible to compete with a shop- 
pers army, and retreated to less 
intense surroundings. Restaurants, 
cocktail lounges, hotel lobbies, 
were found to be excellent locales 
for questioning, but the railroad 
stations were by far the most ideal

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places to talk to people. With the 
long waiting periods imposed be- 
cause of disrupted train schedules 
during the rush of military traffic, 
people had time to waste and al- 
most all were willing to act as sub- 
jects for interviews. 

In interviewing people, I al- 
lowed each person to tell his story 
in his own way, although for my 
purpose, it was necessary to guide 
the discussion by asking certain 
key questions. Questions that were 
proposed included the following: 

“Do you visit a dentist regu- 
larly?” 

“Have you changed dentists re- 
cently, and if you have, what was 
the reason for your changing?” 

“Would a plan for health insur- 
ance that included dental care be 
acceptable to you?” 

After proposing these questions 
and discussing dentistry with a 
number of persons, another ques- 
tion suggested itself, and I added: 

“Are you satisfied with your 
present dentist?” 

Answers to those questions were 
intensely interesting, and I must 
confess, were not all that an ideal- 
ist might expect. However, as this 
article deals only with the generali- 
zation of meeting people, a later 
article will direct attention to the 
individual answers. 

The ability to converse along 
dental channels in a reasonably 
intelligent manner, is, strangely 
enough, not confined to the “upper 
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class” bracket. I was surprised at 
some profound expressions that 
were forthcoming from persons 
who might appear as indigents. 
While some of the people inter- 
viewed were guilty of misconcep- 
tions, the misinformed were di- 
vided evenly, according to my ob- 
servation, among all classes. 


Dental Misconceptions 


One of the misconceptions that 
I considered to be significant cen- 
tered about two dentists’ findings 
in one patient’s mouth. According 
to the patient interviewed, he 
visited a dentist in Chicago for a 
“cleaning and checkup.” On com- 
pletion of the dental examination 
he was warned by the dentist that 
he had twelve cavities. The patient, 
feeling that the finding was exag- 
gerated, excused himself from the 
dentist’s office on the pretense of 
returning later. Bewildered, he 
visited an “old timer” in his home 
town at his next visit home, and 
the dentist there advised him that 
he had but six cavities. Naturally, 
the patient felt a closer allegiance 
to his home-town practitioner, and 
it was evident to me that he felt 
that the dentist he visited in the 
city “was just trying to find some- 
thing to work on.” I like to think 
this case is a typical misconcep- 
tion—where perhaps the variance 
in number of “cavities” discovered 
was a case of the first dentist, sin- 
cere in his practice, ‘choosing to do 
his dentistry in a preventive man- 
ner, while the second dentist was 
concerned only with treating the 
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grossly apparent carious lesions. 
At any rate, the important factor 
was the feeling of the patient that 
he had been ill-used. It is apparent 
that this misunderstanding could 
have been avoided by the first den- 
tist explaining his findings on the 
basis of his practicing preventive 
dentistry. It comes to mind that, 


tired as we may become of con- 


stantly repeating and explaining to 
patients our reasons for individual 
findings and operations, repetition 
is the one answer to keeping the 
patient advised and educated. 

Another case of misconception 
was revealed by a man who ap- 
parently had been in failing health 
over the past few years, while at 
the same time undergoing the 
transition within his mouth from 
natural teeth to artificial dentures, 
Over a period of a year and a 
half, he had three sets of complete 
dentures constructed—none of 
them satisfactory. This man was 
particularly dissatisfied with his 
denture experience as he had been 
“charged for every set too.” | 
wondered at the time of the inter- 
view if the dentist hadn't ex- 
plained the hazards accompany- 
ing the construction of dentures 
for patients in ill health. Here 
again, a period of discussion and 
instruction for the patient might 
have prevented a dire result. 

I recount these cases of miscon- 
ceptions only because it appears 
that once again it may be neces- 
sary to review our system of den- 
tal education and publicity for our 
patients, whether it be general pre- 
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sentation to the public by means 
of motion pictures or written ma- 
terial, or whether it is done in the 
office by the individual practition- 
er. It occurred to me that general 
presentation for people might be 
more effective if planned in a dif- 
ferent manner for individual class- 
es or age groups. Certainly the 
lofty approach used to reach an 
“upper middle-class” person, is 
not acceptable for the underprivi- 
leged man. It is evident that either 
he doesn’t read such a presenta- 
tion, or the message falls on deaf 
ears because the language is too 
stilted for his understanding. It 
came to my mind, also, that the 
semi-humorous approach used in 
the Navy for malaria and epidemic 
control featuring the character 
“Snafu” in animated movie 
“shorts,” might be the key to ac- 
ceptable dental publicity. In re- 
examining our methods of dental 
publicity, it might be well to in- 
clude such things as humorous 
cartoons of the “Walt Disney type” 
in presenting a dental story to the 
younger person. Certainly, one 
type of dental advertising or pub- 
licity does not reach “all hands.” 

The majority of men interview- 
ed in the younger age group— 
from 20 to 30 years of age—were 
almost all either in the Service or 
recently discharged. Many of 
those in this bracket exhibited 
more than passive interest in dental 
problems. It has been my .expe- 
rience that men living close to- 
gether as they do in military life 
develop consciousness of their fel- 
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lowman’s problems. It was not un- 
common to have one man’s loss of 
teeth bring his tent mates into 
the dental office voluntarily with 
the statement, “I don’t want to lose 
my teeth the way Smith is losing 
his.” Whether it was this close liv- 
ing together, or the occasional 
dental “training film” shown at 
the battalion movie that stimulated 
the GI’s interest in dentistry, is 
hard to say. However, we did no- 
tice an increase in numbers of 
volunteer patients presenting at 
the dental clinics following these 
educational films. Perhaps this 
could be termed good dental pub- 
licity. 

From my interviews with the 
public I am convinced that a pub- 
lic relations program is as im- 
portant for dentistry as for any 
other institution or business. Good 
public relations demand that the 
dentist be alert to the thought pat- 
terns and the reactions of his ac- 
tual and his potential patients. He 
must go out of his way to correct 
misconceptions whether they arise 
in the dental office or among the 
people he meets socially. The den- 
tist may be an excellent technician, 
but unless he is able to transfer 
his skills to meet human wishes 
and human desires he will not be 
a successful dentist. The sugges- 
tion “Dentists—Meet the People” 
is to urge you to go into the “high- 
ways and byways” and find out 
what the public expects and hopes 
to receive from dentists.

Fluorine treatments retard the 
development of rampant ca- 
ries and offer relief for sensi- 
tive gingivae. 


With Fluorine Therapy

“Doctor, did you say six new 
cavities? Why I never had that 
many before in six months! Isn’t 
there some way to stop teeth from 
decaying so fast? I'll be glad when 
I can have them all extracted!” 
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How many times has a patient, 
plagued by recurrent caries, ex- 
pressed himself in this manner in 
your office? .Did you say that the 
patient should brush his teeth bet- 
ter? Or perhaps you mentioned a 
low carbohydrate diet with a ta- 
boo on “cokes” and candy. Per- 























haps you suggested precipitating 
silver nitrate between the poste- 
rior teeth. Possibly fluorine was 
mentioned as the hopeful prospect 
for better teeth sometime in the 
future. 

Modern dentistry is not to be 

satisfied by the mere replacement 
of diseased areas of teeth with res- 
torations. We want to do more 
than that. We want to prevent ca- 
ries. No amount of preaching on 
‘toothbrushing or diet will con- 
 yince a patient that he should de- 
_yiate from his established habits, 
at least not for long. Therefore, 
the only way to practice preven- 
_ tive dentistry is by treatment in the 
‘dental office. The medication? 
Fluorine. 
The reports on the topical ap- 
‘plication of sodium fluoride to 
' children’s teeth show that the in- 
-cidence of new caries can be re- 
duced by forty to fifty per cent. 
This is a blessing to dentists who 
do not enjoy pediodontia, but have 
a great many children among their 
patients. Every cavity prevented 
in a child patient leaves more 
time for the more lucrative adult 
dentistry. 


Treatment for Children 


I start topical fluorine therapy 
on the child immediately on his 
first visit. The teeth are pumiced 
to remove all plaques and accre- 
tions. Then one quadrant of the 
mouth is isolated and the teeth 
are blown dry with warm air. A 
cotton pellet is saturated with the 
fluoride solution. The solution is 
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applied to all surfaces of the teeth, 
pumping it well into pits, fissures, 
and embrasures. The teeth are 
then blown dry. After the whole 
mouth is treated, the patient is al- 
lowed to rinse. This treatment is 
given on three successive days. 

Children are happy to think 
they are evading the dreaded 
“drill,” and become better pa- 
tients. Parents are pleased to think 
that the dentist is able to combat 
caries and save them trips to the 
dental office with their children. 
The fee for this service can be 
rather lucrative. 

The child is given a fluorine 
treatment at each semiannual vis- 
it. As the permanent teeth erupt, 
they are given individual treat- 
ments. I feel this procedure is es- 
pecially warranted during ortho- 
dontic treatments for children. 
Teeth scarred with lesions by or- 
thodontia bands are no credit to 
any practitioner. 

Fluorine therapy in adults is 
not as effective as in children for 
two reasons: 

1. Most of the susceptible areas 
have been restored. 

2. The caries attack rate has di- 
minished. 


Sensitive Areas 


Adults present a problem, how- 
ever, not found in children; name- 
ly, recession of the gingival tis- 
sues resulting from toothbrush 
trauma, age, infections, and other 
causes. Remember how many 
times a patient has seated himself 
in your chair, and said, “Doctor, 
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my teeth hurt along the gum line, 
especially when I brush them.” 
The patient locates the area with 
a finger, and looks to you for a 
diagnosis and a cure. Or in many 
cases he demands that the teeth 
be extracted at once as the spasms 
of pain he suffers from cold drinks, 
sweets, hot foods, or a sudden 
mouthful of cold air, are causing 
him too much discomfort. Again 
fluorine can come to the rescue. 
Fluorine has received so much 
publicity as a means of retarding 
dental caries that the obtunding 
properties of the drug have been 
eclipsed by the more sensational 
speculations on its ability to re- 
duce caries. The usefulness of a 
concentrated fluorine paste when 
applied to sensitive areas on teeth 
is truly astonishing. There is no 
staining of the teeth or cauteriza- 
tion of the gingivae. Many of us 
have used silver nitrate for such 
treatments. However, the unsight- 
ly stain made such use prohibitive 
on anterior teeth. If the results 
were neglipible, perhaps we re- 
sorted to formalin. If this failed, 
we had to place a restoration. 


Desensitizing Treatment 


I find a fluorine desensitizing 
paste a valuable adjunct to the 
medication tray. The method of 
use is as follows: 

1. The area is isolated and thor- 
oughly dried with warm air. 

2. A rubber prophylaxis cup is 
charged with the paste, and, using 
the slowest engine speed, the paste 
is burnished into the area for two 
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minutes. Care is taken not to trau- 
matize the gingivae. | 

3. After two minutes the area is 
tested for desensitization. If still 
sensitive, the treatment is contin: 
ued. 

4. After completion, the mouth 
is well rinsed. 

Some patients report that the 
initial application is slightly pain- 
ful, but the pain disappears rapid- 
ly. In some instances several treat- 
ments are necessary to obtain com- 
plete desensitization, but the ma- 
jority of the cases are desensitized 
rather successfully. It is gratifying 
to patients to find they can be re- 
lieved of these sensitive areas with- 
out the customary restorations. 
These treatments last from three 
months to a year. 

I use the fluorine paste on 
adults, following a prophylaxis, to 
reduce the sensitivity on the fresh- 
ly scaled surfaces, and to provide 
protection against caries. A mouth 
rinse of diluted topical sohution 
completes the office treatment. For 
continued fluorine therapy be- 
tween office treatments, I prescribe 
a fluorine dentifrice. This denti- 
frice contains a small amount of 
soluble fluoride and in my opinion 
provides some therapy to the en- 
amel of the teeth. 

Perhaps some would think that 
this method of combating caries 
would lead to fluorine toxicity. 
However, the absorption of fluo- 
rine from topical application has 
been shown to be nil by competent 
research men. The office treatment 
is infrequent and controlled by 
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the dentist. The dentifrice con- 
tains a small amount of fluoride, 
and dentifrices are rinsed from 
the mouth at the completion of 
brushing. Any residue which may 
be swallowed is rendered inert by 
the calcium salts in the prepara- 
tion. 

I find fluorine therapy a suc- 
cessful treatment in my practice. 
It gives hope to the patients and 
makes them more dental con- 
scious, and thus better patients. 
Fluorine truly promises to give us 
a weapon with which to combat 
tooth decay. The prospects of a 
comprehensive program to reduce 
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the caries rate in children is now 
at hand. It is a great stride for- 
ward when we as dentists can of- 
fer our patients relief from those 
dreaded restorations, and espe- 
cially the unsavory prospect of 
having to place short-lived sili- 
cates in the anterior teeth. 
Fluorine has at last given us a 
partial answer to the struggle dent- 
istry has experienced in an effort 
to find some method of combating 
dental decay. It promises to do for 
dental science what the sulfa drugs 
and penicillin do for medicine.

THE VETERANS Administration 
has been called the largest insur- 
ance company in the world. As 
part of its program to insure the 
health of America’s war veterans, 
it is launching what promises to 
become the most comprehensive 
dental service in history. Its po- 
tential source of patients is stag- 
gering to contemplate. Of the ap- 
proximately 20,000,000 veterans 
of World Wars I and II (including 
women), an estimated 15,000,000 
will sooner or later, require some 
sort of dental or medical treatment 
which they will be eligible to re- 
ceive from the government. 
Fortunately the Administration,

The Administration expects to 
triple its regular dental staff and 
to refer service on a fee basis to a 
greatly increased number of prac- 
titioners before the end of the 
ear. : 

At the beginning of 1946, the 
Administration employed 244 full- 
‘time dentists, and had a list of 
about 2000 men to whom patients 
‘could be sent on a fee basis. In 
‘prewar years the salaried staff 
‘averaged 180 to 190, and few pri- 
_yate dentists were used. But by the 
rend of this year, the Administra- 
‘tion will probably have more than 
650 salaried dentists, and possibly 
as many as 10,000 participating 
under a fee arrangement. The ul- 
ova timate goal is to offer fee service 
Je— to all ethical dentists who want it. 
ohm The need for new personnel is 

indicated by the fast-growing pa- 
am tient-load. For example, in Novem- 
we ber, 1944, 550 patients were

valued at $24,000, and 145 were 
sent to private dentists for treat- 
ments valued at $8300. But a year 
later—in November, 1945—1,004 
patients were treated at clinics, re- 
ceiving care valued at $42,500, 
while 425 were sent to private den- 
tists for treatments valued at 
$26,700. 

No one can predict the month- 
by-month increase for 1946, but 
everyone agree it will be spec- 
tacular. Moreover, the peak load 
will not come for many years; 
some predict it will not come until 
about 1970. The consensus is that 
the World War II peak will be 
seven or eight times higher than 
the World War I peak, when dis- 
bursements totalled $450,000 a 
month for treatment to outpa- 
tients. There are several reasons 
for this estimate. There are, of 
course, many more -veterans this 
time. Records are more complete. 
Dental benefits are more liberal. 
Today about 80 per cent of all 
veterans making claims are found 
eligible for benefits; by contrast, 
only about 20 per cent of World 
War I veterans could qualify.

five distinct classes of beneficia- 
ries. They are: 

1. Neuropsychiatric and tuber- 
culous patients confined in Vet- 
erans Administration hospitals, 
and persons who are not hospital- 
ized, but are unable to carry on a 
gainful occupation, and therefore 
domiciled in Veterans homes. 
These veterans are entitled to suf- 
ficient treatment to keep their 
mouths in hygienic condition and 
to maintain their health. In prac- 
tice, this means they are eligible 
for virtually all types of dental 
treatment. The service for this 
group is performed exclusively by 
salaried dentists. 

2. Inpatients in the Administra- 
tion’s general hospitals. They are 
entitled to dental care for any con- 
dition which, in the judgment of 
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hospital authorities, has a direct 
bearing on the treatment of the 
ailment for which they are hos- 
pitalized. (Such ailment may or 
may not be service connected.) All 
treatment is performed by salaried 
dentists. 

3. Disabled veterans enrolled in 
the government vocational train- 
ing program at colleges, secondary 
schools, and in industrial shops. 
Inaugurated after the first world 
war, this program is now being 
revived. These veterans are en- 
titled to treatment for any condi- 
tion which may interfere with 
their training. It includes restora- 
tions, extractions, denture replace- 
ments (full or partial), and other 
services. In general, the policy is 
liberal. Service for this group is 
performed both by salaried men 
and by private dentists on a fee 
basis. (Veterans in this group 
should not be confused with men 
completing their education under 
the GI Bill of Rights. The GI mea- 
sure does not entitle its beneficia- 
ries to dental care.) 

4. Outpatient veterans with a 
definite dental condition incurred 
or aggravated while in military 
service. They are entitled to treat- 
ment for life. Service is performed 
both by salaried men and by pri- 
vate dentists. 

5. Outpatient veterans who suf- 
fer from service-connected physi- 
cal disabilities and where dental 
treatment is indicated as a neces- 
sary adjunct to medical treatment. 
Service is performed both by sal- 
aried and by private dentists. 
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How does the Veterans Admin- 
istration propose to furnish dental 
care to these millions? Where will 
it get the necessary professional 
personnel? What inducements 
does it offer dentists? First, it of- 
fers a more attractive income un- 
der the new law. Under Civil Serv- 
ice, the average Veterans Admin- 
istration dentist earned approxi- 
mately $4600 a year. Now the av- 
erage will be somewhat higher. 
The salary structure is essentially 
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unchanged, but passage of the new 
bill allows prompt promotions 
where individually merited; many 
dentists will be raised in grade. 
Salaries range from $3,640 to 
$8,225 as in the accompanying 
chart. All base salaries are subject 
to a 5 per cent deduction for re- 
tirement benefits. If the dentist re- 
sides in accommodations furnished 
by the Veterans Administration, a 
nominal rental is also deducted; 
most dentists, however, have main-

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tained their own homes. Dentists 
are permitted to indicate their pref- 
erence of location for their ini- 
tial assignment, but must pay 
their own transportation expenses. 
When reassignments are made at 
the discretion of the Administra- 
tion, moving costs are paid for 
dentists and their dependents. 
Minimum qualifications for em- 
ployment demand that the appli- 
cant be a citizen, a graduate of an 
approved dental school, licensed 
to practice, and able to show a 
year of active practice or one year 
of internship prior to application. 
There are no age limits. At present 
no written examinations are re- 
quired; appointments are made on 
the basis of sworn statements. 
Once employed, what kind of 
professional life can the Veterans 
Administration dentist expect to 
lead? If he begins in the lower 
grades, he will perform routine at- 
the-chair dentistry under rather 
close supervision. His service will 
be somewhat different from that 
performed by Administration den- 
tists before the war. He will be 
dealing with younger men who re- 
quire restorations, crowns, and re- 
parative service in general. Den- 
tists treating World War I veter- 
ans, now middle-aged or older, 
were more concerned with extrac- 
tions, dentures, and treatment for 
pyorrhea. For the most part, 
though, the Veterans Administra- 
tion dentist will perform much the 
same kind of service that he 
would in private practice. He will 
even have an opportunity to handle 
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some esthetic dentistry. For ex. 
ample, if a disabled veteran en™ 
rolled in the vocational training 
program is studying public speak 
ing, he may be furnished replace: 
ments even though the conditiol 
was not service connected an 
even though the missing tooth doe 
not interfere with his health. 

As he advances in the organiza 
tion, the Administration dentis 
will ordinarily find himself carry 
ing more supervisory and exec 
tive duties and performing les 
at-the-chair dentistry. An excep 
tion is the case of specialists, wht 
may be assigned in the higher 
grades, and who will be concerned 
primarily with the practice of their 
specialties. 

There are several other factors § 
that the prospective Veterans Ad- : 
ministration dentist might consid- §

er advantageous. He will be ad- 
dressed as “Doctor,” not by rank. 
He will not wear a uniform or 
any other insignia. He will have 
no overhead expense since the gov- 
ernment furnishes all equipment 
and supplies. Although not a Civil 
Service employee, he will receive 
retirement benefits on the same 
basis as Civil Service. 








Postgraduate Courses 


With the expansion of opera- 
tions, the Administration plans to 
institute a series of postgraduate 
courses open to all of its salaried 
dentists. Courses in oral surgery 
and prosthodontia were estab- 
lished several years ago, but were 
discontinued during the war. Now 
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they are to be revived. A some- 
what longer-range plan calls for 
postgraduate instruction to pre- 
pare salaried dentists to become 


diplomats of whatever. specialty 
boards may be set up by the Amer- 
ican Dental Association. Still an- 


other plan involves extensive 
training in plastic surgery; lead- 
ing men in this field will be in- 
vited to help train Administration 
dentists. 

For younger men, dental intern- 
ships and residences in Veterans 
Administration hospitals are be- 
ing mapped. Although details are 
only now being framed, it is hoped 
that the program will begin to 
function sometime this year. A 
consultant program, involving 
part-time appointments for certain 
specialists, is also scheduled to get 
under way in 1946. 

Underlying all future plans is a 
move toward decentralization.

Headquarters in Washington, D. 
C., is now establishing thirteen 
branch offices, and greater author- 
ity is being delegated to these and 
to regional and subregional units, 
both in the approval of treatment 
and in the recruitment of dentists. 
For example, dentists seeking ap- 
pointment in the lower grades may 
now apply at regional offices and 
hospitals as well as in Washing- 
ton. Persons wishing to communi- 
cate with the central office should 
address inquiries to: Chief Medi- 
cal Director, Veterans Adminis- 
tration, Washington 25, D.C. 
With passage of the new bill, 
the entire dental and medical pro- 
gram is now under the direction 
of Major General Paul R. Hawley, 
acting medical director. General 
Bradley is authorized to appoint 
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eight assistant medical directors. 
One of the eight is to be a dental 
surgeon, who will be directly re- 
sponsible to General Hawley for 
the operation of the dental service. 
Milburn M. Fowler, D.M.D., is 
acting director of the dental serv- 
ice. (No permanent appointments 
had been made as this was writ- 
ten.) He has been with the Ad- 
ministration since 1920. | 
General Hawley and Doctor 
Fowler are depending upon de- 
mobilized Army and Navy dental 
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officers to meet immediate staff re- 
quirements. In the long run, they 
hope to expand the dental staff 
through the internship, residency, 
and consultant program. Expan- 

sion is essential. The oe 
tion operates 101 dental clinics to- 

day. Officials estimate that more 
than 200 additional clinics will be 


needed to fill the dental needs of 
World War II veterans.

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The Human Elements 


In Denture Service 


THE DENTIST who can retain his 
poise when everything seems to go 
wrong, who can maintain his pa- 
tience under irritating circum- 
stances, who can smile when he is 
boiling within, and who can rec- 
ognize and accept a failure with de- 
termination to try again, has the 
elements of a successful and happy 
practitioner of dentistry. Denture 
service frequently tests both den- 
tist and patient to the limit of their 
patience. 

Diagnosis is of first importance 
and it must be coupled with cour- 
age; courage to inform patients 
honestly; courage to accept re- 
sponsibility and make decisions; 
courage to refuse construction 
where improvement is impossible. 

There is no place in the practice

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of dentistry into which human ele- 
ments enter to such a great degree 
as in denture service. Patients are 
frequently developed into success- 
ful or unsuccessful users of den- 
tures by the type of management 
and attention given them the first 
few weeks of their experience with 
artificial teeth. The dentist’s best 
asset in his denture practice is the 
ability to understand and handle 
people intelligently. Therefore, we 
should endeavor to develop a keen 
insight into human nature and al- 
so endeavor to create of ourselves 
such personalities that we will 
draw out from our patients the 
best there is in them in the form of 
perseverance, cooperation, and 
faith in our judgments. Until a 
dentist can accept denture troubles 
philosophically and can view 
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people, no matter how uninviting 
their natures, as interesting studies, 
‘the solution of which is a pleas- 
urable procedure, he will never 
know true joy in denture service. 

Another problem in denture 
service in which the patient must 
assume his full share of the re- 
sponsibility is the matter of ex- 
pense. There are many different 
ways in which this item may cause 
trouble and disagreeable situa- 
tions. First, there may be a mis- 
understanding concerning fees. 
The proper method for avoiding 
such a difficulty is to make the cost 
and terms clear at the outset. 

Second, there may arise a ne- 
cessity for remaking the dentures 
or reconstructing them in order to 
secure a desirable result. Who 
shall pay for such extra costs? It 
usually falls to the lot of the den- 
tist to absorb this expense, but his 
fees are so low that they will not 
permit such overhead. Therefore, 
he endeavors to make an inferior 
result serve the purpose; or he 
antagonizes his patient by suggest- 
ing an additional fee; or he re- 
makes the denture at a loss which 
usually affects his morale and his 
attitude toward the patient. 

Every denture fee should include 
an item for this kind of overhead 
so that when a case becomes a 
problem and a financial liability 
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the cost can be absorbed by the 
surplus which has been built up 
for this purpose. The dentist will 
then approach the problem of re- 
construction, breakage, and rebas- 
ing in a more pleasant spirit. 

Third, there are many cases 
where the patient’s perseverance 
and finances have been worn thin 
because, although he has repeated- 
ly had dentures made involving 
considerable expense, the results 
have been unsatisfactory. Unless 
you can see some change in con- 
struction which will positively take 
care of complaints, it is better to 
present your proposed endeavor 
as an experimentation and let the 
patient choose whether it should 
be undertaken. If he decides to 
have the denture constructed, then 
certainly an adequate fee is justi- 
fiable and it is the patient’s prob- 
lem to finance the construction. 
Dentists must learn that it is im- 
possible to serve every prospective 
denture patient who visits the 
office. It is better to have your 
service rejected because you have 
painted a true picture of possible 
results than to have it accepted be- 
cause you have ‘elevated the pa- 
tient’s hopes beyond the possibility 
of attainment.

Dentists are offered plans for a distinctive home and offices 
that are attractive as well as practical. 


BUILD YOUR OWN 


AND LIKE IT

WooLwokrTH built the tallest build- 
ing of the time and Wrigley built 
a tower to let the public know they 
had something to sell. Dentists, as 
are other professional men, are 
ethically bound not to advertise. 
Furthermore, their operations are 
not sufficiently extensive to build 
towers or monuments. Yet there is 
no reason why they should not 
build distinctive homes and offices, 
which would be sufficiently inter- 
esting and outstanding in any com- 
munity so that they would be 
talked about by the general public. 

In the first sketch presented here 
we had this in mind and designed 
an efficient office which could fill 
these requirements. This one-story 
dental office as shown could be 
occupied by two dentists, or it 
could be used for four dentists by 
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converting the private offices into 
operating rooms. The office shows, 
in the darker portion, one self- 
contained unit and the overall 
sketch indicates a unit for two den- 
tists. This was designed for two 
dentists who each require one op- 
erating room, or for four dentists, 
each having an operating room but 
no private office. It is possible to 
multiply this again for four den- 
tists by merely placing the same 
offices back to back, which would 
allow for four operating rooms and 
four private offices and only one 
reception room. 

This is indeed an elaborate office 
and yet it. is most efficient and 
would incorporate conveniences 
so much desired by a dentist. The 
reception room, and now we are 


speaking of occupancy by two 
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dentists, is large and would 
have the warmth of a fine living 
room and could still be made busi- 
nesslike by secretaries’ desks and 
necessary office equipment. Each 
dentist has an operating room, a 
laboratory, a dark reom, a re- 
covery room and a private bath 
which can be used without inter- 
rupting business in the reception 
room. He would have complete 
privacy of going and coming 
through his private office. Each 
office is a separate self-contained 
unit with no direct connection to 
the other office except for the re- 
ception room. Should a dentist like 
both to live and practice here or 
maintain quarters for emergencies, 
the private office and its adjoining 
rooms could be turned into a bed- 
room, dinette and kitchen. If a den- 
tist wished to be all alone, yet have

something different and elaborate, 
an office such as this could be 
built merely by cutting the build- 
ing through the middle of the ves- 
tibule. This could be used as a 
start, and if he wished either to 
associate himself with another den- 
tist later on, or to take in a partner, 
the second half could easily be 
added at small cost. 

The second sketch is a bungalow 
office. This is a distinctive struc- 
ture. In this plan are incorporated 
many economies which will enable 
a young dentist of modest income 
to build. It is a warm, livable house 
for both him and his wife with all 
the conveniences and accommoda- 
tions that he would require in both 
office and home. The entrance to 
the office and home are independ- 
ent of each other, but the office en- 
trance can be serviced by the 





OFFICE PLANNING FOR DENTISTS 


The probiem of office space and housing has become such a widely dis- 
cussed topic that ORAL HycriENeE decided to investigate the situation. 
Finding that the dentist is confronted with the same difficulties, we 
were prompted to seek practical help. We employed an architectural 
firm to investigate this subject for us from a technical and also from 
an economic point of view. The sketches appearing in current issues 
are the result of this investigation. 

These sketches are not intended to be all-inclusive answers to every 
existing problem. They are presented merely to make each dentist 
think of his own problem. A new building is not always necessary. 
Often a dentist has a home that is too large and inadequate office ac- 
commodations. In such a case part of his house could be converted into 
an office. 

We realize the problem is acute, especially for dentists returning 
from the armed forces. Our architects have agreed to answer any ques- 
tions regarding construction or financing, without charge.—The Editor. 
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This one-story dental office could be occupied by two dentists; even by four 
dentists if the private offices were converted into operating rooms. 
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Many economies are incorporated in this plan which will enable young dentists 
of modest income to build.

ITALIAN MEDICAL NUTRITION MISSION PROVIDES DENTAL CARE 


AccorRDING to the preMminary report of The Italian Medical Nutrition 
Mission, which is operating in Italy under the auspices of the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation Administration, examinations of the teeth 
of Italian forced-laborers returning from Germany showed 62 per cent of 
these people had less than two cavities or missing teeth although few 
had ever used a toothbrush or had dental care. A further study of these 
returning forced-laborers is being made and dentists have been assigned 
to give the dental service required. 

In many Italian communities there is considerable fluorine in the 
water supply. Doctor’ Isaac Schour, Dental Research Director of the 
University of Illinois College of Dentistry and a member of the Mission’s 
staff, has set up a research study of fluorosis in Campagnano di Roma, 
one of these communities. This study is being carried on with the aid 
of the Eastman Dental Clinic in Rome which was found by the Mission 
to be operating with a reduced staff. The Clinic is slightly damaged but 
is providing excellent service in plastic surgery. 

The American staff members, who operate in teams, have recruited 
and trained Italian personnel to aid them in their surveys and health 
service. Dentists are being made regular members of all teams so that 
the required dental service may be provided whenever indicated. 
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Licenses for Veteran-Dentists 


I want to congratulate you on your 
editorial Reciprocity Fok VETERANS in

One thought that occurs to me is that 
a veteran who wants to practice in a 
state in which he does not have a li- 
cense might be given an assignment in 
public health service for a year, or per- 
haps two, at a suitable salary, during 
which time he could be supervised and 
his ability determined.

At the 
end of that time, if he is qualified, he 
could be given the regular license of the 
state. 

I realize that he would still be in a 
position of being passed on by den- 
tists of that state who might conceiv- 
ably feel that they wanted to exclude 
him. However, it would be fairer than 
requiring him to pass a complete state 
board examination—JoHN Oppie Mc- 
Catt, D.D.S., 422 East 72nd Street, 
New York 21.

About Laboratory Technicians 


Doctor Douglas W. Stephens in his 
humane and businesslike article, WHo 
Wants Unions 1n Dentistry? in the 
January issue of Orat Hyciene, dealt 
with a subject that is both the lifeline 
and mainstay of our dental profession. 

Because of the division of labor in 
our age of mechanics, we dentists 
abandoned the skill and aptitude re- 
quired for our laboratory procedures. 
In a short time, our faculties for tech- 
nical procedures almost atrophied and 
a good many of us, if not the majority, 
are helpless without the technician’s 
skill and effort. The laboratory tech- 
nician almost rules the dental profes- 
sion’s restorative services. 

Two ways are open to the profession 
to cope with this everlooming problem. 
First, to cooperate with the techni- 
cian’s desire to organize his fellow 
workers into a union, so that he may

CAN YOU imagine being given an 


invitation to almost every home in- 


the United States, to demonstrate 
dentistry as a pleasant procedure, 
and not torture, as it seems to 
many people? 

That is what television can and 
should do for dentistry, if we are 
alert and forward-looking. The 
time to begin investigation along 
this line is now. The television in- 
dustry is geared up to a high 
pitch. Millions of dollars have 
been spent on research alone, and 
we can share in their ultimate 
benefits if we choose. 

This is what Radio Corpora- 
tion of America has to say about 
research: “Not all research is nec- 
essarily carried on behind labora- 
tory portals. In a general way re- 


search can be broken down into 
three phases: (1) fundamental re- 
search—the uncovering of new 
principles and their interpreta- 
tion; (2) advance development 
engineering—investigation to de- 
termine the feasibility of utilizing 
certain principles to produce 
either a new kind of apparatus, a 
new process, or an improvement in 
an established product or process: 
and, (3) product engineering— 
formulating the design of a com- 
mercial product into actual speci- 
fications so that it may be pro- 


duced in large quantities and thus 


made available to many consum- 
ers.” 

It can be seen readily that the 
television industry is continually 
striving to better what they al- 
ready have accomplished. Are we 
as dentists showing the same ef- 
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fort in educating the public to the 
fact that dentistry need not be a 
nightmare as so often painted in 
cartoons and demonstrated in 
jokes ? 


Dental Films for Telecasting 


The dental societies should 
make films of simple operations on 
children such as the preparation 
of a cavity, an insertion of a res- 
toration, the correction of maloc- 
clusion; in fact, of all the more 
pleasant aspects of dentistry. These 
in turn can be telecast through 
television. If we can convince 
children, by the use of television, 
that the dentist is really their 
friend and not a monster, how 
much easier our task will become: 
and, also, how much more remu- 
nerative our practice, to say noth- 
ing of the improved health of our 
future generations. 

The local and state societies will 
be offered the opportunity to ac- 
quire time on local television sta- 
tions. Presentations sponsored by 
the local and state organizations 
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could be in the form of sustaining 
programs which should be less ex- 
pensive than other types. 

Each member of the society 
would be informed when these 
programs are to be telecast. The 
dentist, in turn, could inform as 
many of his patients as practical, 
by telephone or mail. These pa- 
tients could tell their neighbors 
that a program is to be presented 
for the benefit of their children. 
It is within the comprehension of 
the average person to see the possi- 
bility of the immense audience the 
dentist can reach through the use 
of television. 

We, as dentists, have a definite 
obligation to our patients of to- 
morrow. We must educate them 
through television to the fact that 
dentistry is a necessity “which 
should have pleasant associations. 
The benefits that dentistry can de- 
rive from this form of presenta- 
tion are unlimited.

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Cleveland (Ohio) Press: A Cleveland 
Heights dentist, Doctor Charles C. Tay- 
lor, has returned to his dental practice 
after serving as a Chief Boatswain’s 
Mate with the anti-submarine service of 
the Coast Guard.

“The trip was a glorious success,” 


Doctor Sweetnam said. “We traveled — 


swiftly, comfortably, and cheaply. We 
were unhurried and avoided the strain 
that goes with driving an automobile, 
So far as hazards are concerned, we 
never were as close to danger as a per- 
son is traveling on a highway at high 
speed. ; 

“Specific information is available, day 
or night, on temperature, winds, precip- 
itation, clouds, ceilings and forecasts,” 
he said. “You always receive courteous 
replies, either by telephone or in per- 
son.” 

Mobile (Alabama) Press Register; 
Doctor H. Marvin McLeod, Jr., found 
luck with him while he was a Lieu- 
tenant in the Naval Dental Corps on 
duty in the Pacific. On at least two oc- 
casions he had narrow escapes with 
Kamikaze planes. The first time was 
when a Jap suicide plane struck the 
dental office aboard the combat trans- 
port on which he served. The dental 
equipment was completely destroyed 
just one minute and thirty seconds after 
Doctor McLeod had left the office. 

Later Doctor McLeod and six other 
officers were in the ward room when an- 
other suicide plane hit the ship. Only 
Doctor McLeod and three other occu- 
pants of the room escaped. 


San Diego (California) Union: A 
major dental operation was performed 
at the San Diego zoo on Hari-ki-lash, 
male baby elephant, after he inadve- 
tently stepped into his moat and plunged 
head-first to the bottom. Doctor J. C. 
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Almy Harding, dentist, and Doctor W. 
W. Myer, veterinarian, found upon ex- 
amination that a tusk was fractured an 
inch and a half inside the “gum.” The 
two men then cemented a splinter of 
the broken tusk back’ in place and -af- 
fixed a stainless steel crown to hold it 
there. Five bags of peanuts were ad- 
ministered during the operation as an 
“anesthetic.” 

“Instead of ‘Open wider, please,’ it 

s ‘Up trunk.’ The elephant was an 
excellent patient,” Doctor Harding said 
in reporting the operation. He believes 
the tusk will grow out but be about ten 
inches shorter than the other one. 


Lincoln (Nebraska) State Journal: 
Doctor Ruth Martin, Chairman of the 
Department of Dentistry for Children 
and Supervisor of the Children’s Dental 
Clinic at Washington University, St. 
Louis, pointed out in an address before 
the District Dental Association that 
dentistry is an excellent field for wom- 
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en. There are approximately one thou- 
sand women practicing dentistry in this 
country now. 

In her address, the subject of which 
was “The Child Patient,” Doctor Martin 
described many practical cases in advo- 
cating early periodic and. continuous 
dental care for children. She stated that 
the dental health program was found 
to be of benefit for it was easy to see 
the difference in the management of a 
patient who had been trained at school. 


Philadelphia (Pennsylvania) Evening 
Bulletin: When Captain Arthur M. 
Corn of the Army Dental Corps arrived 
in this country after months overseas 
he was carrying a carefully guarded 
package containing a present for his 
wife. In his excitement, however, he 
left the train at the North Philadelphia 
station without the gift, a silver tea set 
he had purchased in Winchester, Eng- 
land.

Just as the modern student in 
medicine is trained to look for and 
detect dental pathology, even 
when the complaint is referable to 
areas far from the mouth, so the 
student of dentistry must be train- 
ed to look routinely for pathology 
in parts of the body other than the 
mouth. In all of our diagnostic and 
reparative service we should strive 
to consider man as a whole. 

I believe that what the physi- 
cian expects of the dentist can be 
stated in three principles. 

First, a physician expects the 
dentist to be a dentist. He must be 
skilled in dental surgery, skilled in 
the art of molding teeth for re-

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placement, and must have a sin- 
cere desire to be of service to the 
patient as a whole. Just as we ex- 


pect the surgeon to exercise his - 


highest judgment in the diagnosis 
of appendicitis, so we demand the 
highest judgment of the dentist in 
diagnosing which teeth should be 
extracted. There’ are as many or 
more normal, healthy teeth re- 
moved as there are _ normal, 
healthy appendices, ovaries, and 
thyroid glands. It seems to the phy- 
sician that more time and ener- 
gy should be given to the care of 
healthy teeth, and to the preven- 
tion and treatment of dental dis- 
ease, and less to extraction. We be- 
lieve that the indications for tooth 
extraction should be more definite 
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and be understood by more of 
those in the dental profession. The 
dentist is expected to follow the 
dictates of recent scientific re- 
search, when founded on well-es- 
tablished principles. 


Dentist as Physician 


Second, the physician expects a 
dentist to have the point of view 
of a physician. The dentist who 
sees his patient only as a tooth is 
bound to encounter undue difficul- 
ty and will expose his patient and 
the public to undue hazards. The 
dentist should know the effect of 
dental disease upon the heart, up- 
on the kidneys, and upon the ner- 
vous system and endocrine system. 
He should be so eager for the wel- 
fare of his patient that whenever 
he finds something that looks sus- 
picious he should insist upon ade- 
quate examination by a competent 
physician. 

The physician has a right to ex- 
pect the dentist to recognize oral 
pathology whether it influences 
the teeth or not. The dentist pos- 
sesses better instruments for 
thorough examination of the vari- 
ous structures of the mouth, and, 
having gazed into more mouths 
than physicians, should be in a 
better position to distinguish the 
abnormal from the normal. We 
insist, therefore, that the dentist be 
an expert in the diagnosis of ab- 
normalities not only of the teeth, 
but of the roof of the mouth, the 
tongue, the mucous membranes of 
the cheek, pharynx, tonsils, lymph 
nodes surrounding the mouth with 
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their various ducts emptying into 
the mouth, and also the lips. 


Dental Surgery 


The dentist must be informed of 
the fundamentals of modern sur- 
gery. He must be_ thoroughly 
grounded in the technique of asep- 
sis, control of bleeding, wound 
healing, shock and its treatment, 
the use of drugs in oral surgery. 
These principles must be adhered 
to just as closely by the dental 
surgeon as by the general surgeon. 

We expect the dentist to know 
thoroughly surgical risks. In order 
to evaluate properly certain risks, 
the dentist must know something 
of the physiology of the entire hu- 
man body. Even with an adequate 
medical consultation, it is up to 
the dentist to make the final and 
complete evaluation as to the risk 
of dental surgery. No one is ade- 
quate to tell the dental surgeon in 
the final analysis which patients 


are and are not good surgical 


risks. The medical consultant is the 
dentist’s servant. As a servant, he 
should be used frequently and un- 
hesitatingly. 

The dentist is expected to be in- 
creasingly aware of the newest 
drugs for the saving and treating 
of diseased tissue in the oral cavi- 
ty. Too many normal, healthy teeth 
are being extracted (prophylacti- 
cally). Tooth extraction is not 
prophylaxis; it is destruction. We 
must learn to prevent the disease 
of tissue in the mouth, and to treat 
oral disease before it becomes 
necessary to resort to extraction. 
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A proper use of the sulfa drugs 
and of penicillin will, no doubt, 
prevent much surgery and heal 
much of the pathology that is now 
present in the form of abscesses 
about the teeth. 

Third, the physician expects the 
dentist to follow the highest ethical 
standards of the medical profes- 
sion. I am aware of the short-com- 
ings of the medical profession in 
ridding itself of practitioners of a 
low ethical standard. But we of the 
medical profession are also aware 
of the many practitioners who are 
adulterating the high standards of 
the dental profession. The dental 
profession must be commended, 
however, for the great advances 
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that have been made in establish- 
ing a higher level of professional 
standing for the entire profession. 
There must be a greater spirit 
of cooperation between the den- 
tist and the physician. To accom- 
plish this we must refer our pa- 
tients not only to the highly skilled, 
but to the highly ethical as well. 
We as physicians insist that the 
dentist acquaint himself thorough- 
ly with his colleagues in the medi- 
cal profession and that he refer his 
patients to those physicians who 
are not only ethical, but who have 
a high sense of appreciation of the 
welfare of the entire patient.

WARNING TO REFORMERS 


WITHIN the American College of Dentists (membership about 1500) 
there is a small minority of reformers who have been propagandizing 
for years to destroy independent journalism in dentistry. These dozen 
or so zealots would bar from circulation any dental journal that did not 
conform to their preconceived standards. The so-called Commission on 
Journalism of the American College of Dentists, made up of people who 
have never distinguished themselves in journalism, has decreed that all 
dental publications should conform to a pattern to be cut and fit not by 
readers but by the “Commission.” In short, a dozen self-appointed den- 
tists who have had neither training nor experience-in journalism, propose 
to tell 70,000 dentists who should write. for publication, where articles 
should be printed, and what constitutes good reading material for den- 
tists. 

Now the United States Supreme Court in a unanimous opinion has 
ruled that the “power of censorship is so abhorrent to our traditions that 
a purpose to grant it should not be easily inferred.” In this ruling the 
Court has upbraided Former Postmaster General Walker who had at- 
tempted to ban the magazine Esquire from the second-class mails. Mr. 
Walker, like the so-called Commission on Journalism of the American 
College of Dentists, has his own peculiar and private ideas of what con- 
stitutes good reading material. Such is his privilege so long as he keeps 
his ideas confined to his own reading practices. When Mr. Walker at- 
tempted to inflict by decree his personal reading standards on the Ameri- 
can public he ran head on into a law suit which ended in a ruling by the 
Supreme Court that should for all time discourage self-appointed cen- 
sors be they government officials or members of a dental organization. 

In these strong words Mr. Justice Douglas stated the case for free 
speech and a free press: 
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“Under our system of government there is an accommodation for the 
widest varieties of tastes and ideas. What is good literature, what has 
educational value, what is refined public information, what is good art, 
varies with individuals as it does from one generation to another. 

“But a requirement that literature or art conform to some norm pre- 
scribed by an official smacks of an ideology foreign to our system. . . 
from the multitude of competing offerings, the public will pick and 
choose. What seems to one to be trash may have for others fleeting or 
even enduring values.” 

Before the Esquire case reached the Supreme Court, Justice Thurman 
Arnold of the Court of Appeals made this significant statement: “It does 
not follow that an administrative official may be delegated the power 
first to determine what is good for the public to read and then to force 
compliance with his ideas by putting editors who do not follow them at 
a competitive disadvantage.” 

If the power to censor is not delegated to an administrative official, it is 
arrogant and presumptive for a private agency such as the American Col- 
lege of Dentists to attempt to exercise such power. It is not only arrogant 
but it may be illegal. Under federal statute, any conspiracy or agreement 
that is in restraint of trade or free competition is an illegal act. If the 
American College of Dentists or any other organization within dentistry 
carries on a campaign, under cover or in the open, that stifles free enter- 
prise and places a dental publication “at a competitive disadvantage,” it 
is likely that such action is in violation of federal law. 

It would be regrettable if the few reformers in the American College 
of Dentists were to jeopardize the preponderant majority in the College 
who have never entered the campaign against the independent dental 
journals. To protect themselves, this majority might do well to examine 
closely the activities of the Commission on Journalism to determine if 
some of these activities are not only violations of propriety and good 
taste but actual violations of federal law. Certainly the hundreds of 
eminent dentists, the fine men who make up the majority of the American 
College of Dentists, should not be endangered by the few.

Returning 


From Mulitary Service

THERE ARE many things which. 
we civilian dentists can do to en- 
courage and help our fellow prac- 
titioners who are returning from 
military service. Here is our op- 
portunity to demonstrate to these 
men and to the public that our pro- 
fession is worthy of the respect for 
which we ask. 

When a veteran resumes private 
practice a notice should be sent to 
his former patients advising them 
of his return and informing them 
that they should call him for fu- 
ture appointments. If some few in- 
sist that they would rather remain 
your patients, they should be told 
politely but firmly that they will 
have to find another dentist. Make 
sure that their former dentist 
knows you have taken this action. 


Civilian dentist suggests specific ways to 
help dental officers returning to private practice. 
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Give the returning dentist a list 
of his patients whom you have 
been treating during his absence. 
When possible explain just what 
you have had to do for each while 
he was gone. If you have full 
mouth roentgenograms of any of 
his patients, turn them over to 
him. Probably your fees are high- 
er than his were before he left. 
Have an understanding about this 
fee list. The returning practitioner 
will be glad to know that his pa- 
tients expect to be charged more 
than they were before the war. 

So far as “refresher courses” 
are concerned, it seems to me that 
we who stayed at home might be 
the ones who need such instruc- 
tion. We have had few dental 
meetings and, because of the trav- 
el conditions, we could not attend 
many of those that were held. The 
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Service dentist had access to all 
the professional literature which 
was available to us, and all the 
latest methods known to our pro- 
— fession were used in the Army and 
5 =©Navy Dental Corps. 
| In many cases the veteran will 
want to open his office as soon as 
possible after his return to civilian 
life. Perhaps he needs some sup- 
plies in a hurry. Lend him any- 
thing he needs that you can spare. 
If you do not practice evenings, 
you could even allow him to use 
your office for evening appoint- 
ments until his own is ready. 

An effort to help the Service 
dentist will dispel any suspicion 
which he might have had as to 
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the good faith of his fellow prac- 
titioners who remained at home. 
Keep in mind that more men are 
retiring from practice and dying 
than are graduating from dental 
schools. There is, therefore, more 
than enough room for all of us. 

Our best defense against social- 
ized dentistry is unanimity in the 
ranks of our profession. Break 
faith with our fellow practitioners 
and sow the seeds of distrust, and 
we will have dissatisfaction with 
which to contend. Conditions such 
as these make fertile ground for 
government control of our pro- 
fession.

Parodontitis 


Q.—I should like information about 
the treatment of parodontitis with peni- 
cillin. Please inform me as to the ex- 
tent to which it has been used, the re- 
sults, and the dosage and technique. 

A prompt reply will be greatly ap- 
preciated.—S. J. D., Oklahoma. 

A.—There has been consider- 
able material written on the treat- 
ment of Vincent’s infection with 
penicillin, but I have seen nothing 
on the treatment ef parodontitis 
with this drug. As a matter of fact, 
I do not believe penicillin would be 
of any great value. It probably 
would reduce the infection tem- 
porarily but as the cure of paro- 
dontitis depends upon the reduc- 
tion in depth or elimination of the 
pocket, antibiotics would not be 
indicated as a cure. One cannot 
get away from the drudgery of sub- 
gingival curettage, adjustment of 
occlusion, and other necessary 
steps in pocket elimination in the 
treatment of parodontitis. Even 
though penicillin overcomes the 
acute manifestations in Vincent’s 
infection, one finally has to remove 
subgingival deposits and establish 
good hygiene or there will be a re- 
currence of the _ infection. — 
GreorcE R. WARNER. 





Roofless Dentures 


Q.—Thank you for your letter in 
which you state that you do not believe 
it is the correct procedure to eliminate 
the roof coverage in all denture cases. 
I agree with your statement that the 
larger the coverage (meaning contact) 
by a denture, the less resorption from 
stress or trauma is likely to result. We 
all relieve contact with the.hard palate. 
As for contact with the soft palate, re- 
sulting from tissue resorption, how long 
does it last? In how many cases does 
the dentist file back the carefully pre- 
pared postdam? 

Every case that is presented, to my 
mind, calls for a roofless denture. 

Thank you for your correspondence. 
—J. M. P., Massachusetts. 


A.—TI relieve slightly over the 
hard palate. I expect the hard pal- 
ate to come into supporting func- 
tion after yieldable tissue over 
ridge areas has been fully com- 
pressed by masticating force. I see 
no reason for postdam overcom- 
pression soreness or resorption. 

In preparing the cast for post- 
dam I take pains to locate the sphe- 
nomaxillary notch with the edge 
of a small mouth mirror. I prepare 
the postdam through these notches 
as far back toward the soft palate 
in the median area as its flexion 
in function will permit. I use a 
number 10 round bur to provide 


the depth of postdam that the mir-. 
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ror edge seems to indicate the tis- 
sue will take without interference 
with the blood supply. I then mois- 
ten the cast and set the wax trial 
plate completely and accurately in- 
to the prepared depression for post- 
dam. I examine this wax postdam 
carefully in the mouth while the 
base plate is held firmly in place 
with finger pressure. If there is any 
blanching of tissue I assume that 
I have overdone the preparation of 
cast and I know that I must either 
fill it in the correct amount on the 
cast or trim it off the finished den- 
ture until there is a close adapta- 
tion across the heel with no blanch- 
ing of tissue. Such postdams are 
finished with a thick rounded edge 
and I am sure that they cause no 
more strangulation of tissue or 
soreness from overcompression 
than you cause with your roofless 
dentures, which is none. — 
V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Thumb Sucking 


Q.—Can you make any suggestions 
that will help a young mother whose 
year-and-a-half old son persists in suck- 
ing or biting his thumb?—J. A. A., 
Maine. 


A.—I should not worry about 
the year-and-a-half old baby who 
sucks and bites his thumb. There 
probably will be no great harm re- 
sult from this habit at this time. If 
the habit persists and it can be 
shown that distortion of the mouth 
is resulting, corrective measures 
can be instituted.

Q.—I had my druggist put me up 
your formulas consisting of 4 per cent 
sodium fluoride aqueous solution and a 
paste of sodium fluoride, kaolin, and 
glycerine equal parts, for use in the 
treatment of sensitive cervical areas. He 
cautioned me about using it in the 
mouth. Using cotton rolls and then 
washing out the mouth is all that is 





necessary, is it not?—W. H. S., West

A.—You are right. The precau- 


tions you suggest are all that are 
necessary.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Rampant Caries 


Q.—I have a patient, an unmarried 
woman 31 years of age, whose mouth is 
clean and whose gingivae are in a 
healthy condition. She tells me caries 
began to develop rapidly a year ago, 
and you will see by the enclosed chart 
the number of cavities I located today. 
She says she drinks milk, eats fruits and 
normal amounts of regular foods. What 
might be the cause of this condition 
and how should I treat it? 

I thought of restoring the proximal 
cavities with silicate, the gingival cavi- 
ties with acrylic inlays, and the two sur- 
face cavities with gold inlays. What are 
your suggestions?—C, C. C., Illinois. 


A.—These occasional cases of 
rampant caries in well-kept mouths 
are certainly difficult to under- 
stand. 

In the case of your patient, I 
would suspect an endocrine gland 
dysfunction and would have a ba- 
sal metabolism test made. In fact, 
a thorough physical examination 
would not be out of order. Your 
plan for the necessary restorations 
seems sound to me, but, of course, 
it is-essential to find the cause of so 
rampant a case of caries. I think 
you would be justified in her case 
in resorting to fluorine treatment 
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in your attempt to control the ca- 
ries. If the tendency to caries is 
not controlled to some degree, re- 
storing the teeth will be of little 
value.—GEorRGE R. WARNER. 


Hydrochloric Acid 


Q.—Under separate cover a model is 
being sent to you, which shows the re- 
sults of unusual erosion. Even restora- 
tions seem to be wearing away. The 
enamel seems to wear faster than den- 
tine. The lingual surfaces of the an- 
terior teeth show the enamel destroyed 
but the dentine is abrading less rapidly. 

The patient seems to he in good 
health. She is about thirty-eight years 
of age and had a nervous breakdown 
some years ago but recovered. No abra- 
sive dentifrice is used and she cannot 
give any information as to tongue ha- 
bits. 

Your suggestions for treatment will 
be appreciated.—J. C. H., Illinois. 

A.—From personal experience 
and from having seen several such 
cases I should say your patient has 
been taking liquid hydrochloric 
acid, and probably through a sip- 
per. The fact that the enamel dis- 
appears much faster than the den- 
tine is an indication that acid is 
in casual relation to the difficulty. 
Moreover, the loss of lingual enam- 
el and more on the anterior teeth 
than the posterior teeth indicates 
that acid is held against the teeth 
by the tongue. If she does not take 
diluted hydrochloric acid or any 
acid medicine through a sipper, I 
am unable to account for the con- 


dition.—GEorcE R. WARNER. 


Loss of Taste 


Q.—I have a patient for whom I made 
full upper and lower dentures. He has 
mentioned two or three times that he 
cannot taste now. I have covered all 
available tissue in the lower ridge and

find the lower denture stable. I have 
wondered if this could affect the taste, 
The denture was placed a year ago and 
has given the patient no other diff- 
culty. The patient suggested a roofless 
denture, but I told him I did not think 
it would correct the condition.

A.—Dentures interfering with 
taste must be largely a notion on 
the patient’s part, since the physi- 
ologists tell us that the taste nerve 
endings are in the tongue and not 
in the palate. However, I would

I have had several 
patients who declare that their 
sense of taste is better with roofless 
dentures.

Use of Penicillin 

Q.—I should appreciate a description 
of the use of penicillin in the treatment 
of Vincent’s infection. 

I have read that this drug has been 
used rather successfully in the treat- 
ment of this disease, but I do not know 
just how to apply it—S. C. C., New 
York. 

A.—tThe treatment of Vincent’s 
infection may be by intramuscular 
injection, 25,000 units every three 
hours until 500,000 or more units 
have been given, by topical appli- 
cation, 100,000 units of penicillin 
in 1 cc. of sterile distilled water, 
and 20,000 units applied on the 
carefully dried lesion. A dilute so- 
lution can be made by dissolving 
75,000 units of penicillin in 240 cc. 
of sterile water and the mouth 
sprayed from three to five times 
daily." 

There is also a penicillin troche 
on the market now and the patient 
can hold one of these in the mouth 
constantly until dissolved and until 
the package of twelve is used. This 
has given good results for us. It 
must be remembered, however, 
that the usual thorough scaling, 
polishing, and home cleansing of 
the teeth must be carried out to 
bring the mouth back to good 
health.—GrorceE R. WARNER.

Q.—What is the cause of full denr- 


tures clicking? I understand a too open 
bite and faulty occlusion may result in 
this condition.

A.—No doubt a too open bite 
is the most frequent cause of den- 
ture clicking. An unbalanced oc- 
clusion can be a cause; or over- 
extension, which permits muscles 
to lift dentures off the ridge; or a 
nervous habit of chewing en den- 
tures could cause the clicking.—

Fractured Central 


Q.—I have a patient, a two-year-old 
boy, who fell and fractured the upper 
left central deciduous tooth. I removed 
the crown and about the lower two- 
thirds of the root, up to the fracture. 

Is any harm likely to result from this 
upper one-third root tip? I imagine it 
would be quite a job to extract it be- 
cause of his age. 

Is a space retainer necessary?—G. E.

A.—In our judgment, the harm 
the child might suffer from an ef- 


fort to extract this root tip at so . 


young an age might easily be 
greater than the harm likely to re- 
sult from leaving it in, at least for 
the present. It would be well to 
take a roentgenogram of it once 
or twice before it would normally 
be resorbed by the eruption of the 
permanent central, and if at that 
time it appears to be harboring in- 
fection or interfering with the nor- 
mal eruption of the central it could 
then be removed. 

A space retainer is not necessary 
following the loss of an anterior 
deciduous tooth since the jaws ex- 
pand to provide space for the per- 
manent incisors, regardless of the 
presence of the deciduous teeth.—
